Controversy surrounding 
Mrs. Franklin was initiated by 
the Paradise American Legion 
Post, which charged her with 
teaching Communist ideas and 
with forcing her students toread 
unpatriotic and salicious litera- 
ture. 

Mrs, Franklin explained her 
views on teaching in a speech 
before the ACLU inSacramento 
last September when she com- 
mented, ‘I believe that a free 
people will choose freedom in 
contrast to an Authoritarian or 
totalitarian society - but man 
must have freedom to choose 
freedom.’’ 

Born in San France , Mrs. 
Franklin was graduated: from 
Untver sity of California at 
Berkaley where she received 
her Fa’ degree. She did grad- 
uate work and received her 
MA degree from Chico. State 


College. 
She has taught in Napa, Chico, 
and, most receatly, in Paradise.

Shock expalined that the size 
depends upon the advertising. 
If the ads aren’t sufficient to 
meet the budget, the paper must 
be reduced in size or dropped 
completely in order to stay 
within the budget. 


We've been hurt badly by 
the cigarette companies volun- 
tarily withdrawing their ads,” 
he said, ‘In face the budget, 
subm tted last year, had counted 
on about $3600 from this source 
alone,’’ he admitted, 


Another member, Al Darrah, 
questioned the veracity of the 
editoria! policy, withparticular 
reference to the editorial re- 
garding the integration issue. 


Shock stated that he had com- 
plete reign regardinz the stands 
of the Hornet. 


No control exists from the 
advisor’s chair. In fact, the 
advisor, Dr. John Egan who is 
an associate professor of jour- 
nalism, does not see any part 
of the payer until after it is 


printed and on the stands, 
Shock said. 
Editorial policy can be 


changed by the Board of Pub- 
lications which can meet any- 
time that chairman, Wayne Mc- 
Millen, calls a meeting. This 
was Shock’s answer to a ques- 
tion by Bud Wasgatt, ex-chief 
justice of the Board of Justice. 


Dr. Lawrence Brammer, 
faculty advisor to the group, 
questioied the apparent lack of 
news in the paper. Shock re- 
plivd that almost all of the re- 
porters are taking 14 or more 
units and that it is almost phy- 
sically impossible to know about 
all the events on campus, let 
alone have time to report them 
as they should be, 


The editor said that many 
events are not reported be- 
cause of the lack of communt- 
cation between the various 
groups and the newspaper. But 
he admitted that the value of a 
news story and whether it runs 
or does not “run’’ is a matter 
of editorial! judgement,

A price tag for operating 
the University of California and 
state colleges 12 months a year 
was suggested for the first 
time Tuesday. 

Although it will cost between 
$8 million and $11 miliion a 
year over current costs, the 
pian would bring a net savings 
because a year-round plan 
would eliminate the need for 
some new buildings and cam- 
puses. 

The Coordinating Council for 
Higher Education was told that 


la net savings of $40 million 


to $47 miilion was possible for 


the university in 1967-1971, 
and $52 million to $62 million 
for the colleges from 1966-75. 

The figures will be sent to 
the legislature, along with a 
council request for formal ap- 
provai of the year-round pro- 


gram. 
They added they will watch 
with interest what the law- 


makers do with this year’s re- 
quest for $255,000 for plan- 
ning for the four-quarter sys- 
tem, due to start at Berkeley 
and some colleges in the fall 
of 1966.
